It has taken the best part of eig ht months to get 
around to the appointment of a deputy d^ector of 
smoke abatement, and now that Director H itchc^k 
ha.s finally come up with the name of an appointee, 
and It has been submitted to Council for approval, 
the Council engages in delaying tactics. 
One member 
of council said that while he had no objections to the 
person propased for the job he questioned the neces­ 
sity of a deputy director. 
He could hardly have 
m eant that. 
If he did he apparently has changed 
his mind because it has been disclosed that all m em ­ 
bers of Council are in accord that an assistant is 
needed. 
But there is still disagreement as to the 
basis for the appointment. 
The people of Cumberland are growing tired of 
all this. 
Their major interest is in seeing the b est 
qualified person named to the post. 
And they don t 
care whether the Council, the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion or the proposed three-m an AdvLsory and Appeal 
Board makes the selection. 
If the Civil Service Board 
m ust be by-passed in order to get action, It should be, 
and if It is necessary to amend the anti-smoke 
ordinance in order to give the smoke abatement de­ 
partment or Council a freer hand in bringing about 
enforcement, then Council should act, and act at 
once. 
It is understood that members of Council are 
he.sitant to bring such an employe under classified 
city service until that appointee has had an oppor­ 
tunity to prove him self qualified through actual 
service. 
In their opinion, such a person should be 
engaged on a yearly contract basis. 
Few will be 
In disagreement on this. 
Further, unless Council 
can divorce itself from what seems petty politics long 
enough to g et the smoke abatem ent work under way, 
the ordinance should be amended to give members 
of the propo.sed AA board the authority to name a 
deputy director. 
The appointment of an AA Board is a splendid 
idea if It will help bring about fuller enforcement of 
the smoke ordinance. 
The proposal should receive 
the support of Council. 
It would relieve the smoke 
abatem ent director of many matters which could 
very easily interfer with his direct enforcement duties. 
Council, however, should retain necessary authority 
for seeing to it that enforcement is carried out thor­ 
oughly and efficiently, and without interference. 
Director 
Hitchcock 
has 
promised 
fast 
action 
toward the elimination of dense smoke, flyash and 
whatever pollutes the air. 
He realizes that “ the tim e 
for enforcement has arrived.” 
He recognizes the 
many advantages to be had through an Advisory and 
Appeal Board. 
And his promise to bring an end to 
railroad crossing traffic bottlenecks by enforcing the 
provision of the ordinance which prohibits the block­ 
ing of crossings will be welcomed as much by the 
people of Cumberland as will the elimination of the 
smoke he says engines attached to those trains create. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company’s 
announcement that seven more Diesel eng ines will 
be put Into service between here and Grafton will go 
a long way in bringing about the elimination of huge 
billows of black smoke novr being thrown off by coal- 
fired locomotives pulling trains east and west out of 
Cumberland. 
With such promising prospects, as voiced by Di­ 
rector Hitchcock, and the eventual 
operation 
of 
smokeless Diesels, the start toward all this re.sts 
squarely in the lap of the City Council. 
Is It going 
to continue to obstruct that start?

J oints That Slip Out 
Of Place 


All good thing s m ust come to an end, Including 
President Truman’s honeymoon. 


Most dislocations result from in­ 
jury or stretching of the joint be­ 
yond the limit of its endurance. In 
many

lucky; 
had

joint not slipped 
out of place, the 
bone p r o b ab l y 
would have been 
broken. Some of

The shoulder is 
dislocated

Occasionally a direct blow' to 
this area or twisting of the arm 
farther than if will go by a pranks­ 
ter is resporusible. 
The accident is painful atid in 
some instances distress is so severe 
that the patient goes into shock. 
The arm cannot be moved in ce’ -

holds the elbow away from the side 
of the body because, in this posi­ 
tion, it feels more comfortable. 


X-rays 
are 
rarely 
needed 
for 
diagnosis but films are generally 
recommended to make sure that a 
bone has not been fractured also. 
One of the important signs of a 
dislocated shoulder Is that the vic ­ 
tim Is unable to place the hand of 
the affected side on the opposite 
shoulder. Correction is possibly by 
special 
maneuvers 
known 
to 
all 
physicians. Sometimes this can l>e 
done without the use of an anes­ 
thetic but it is easier to use an 
opiate or a whiff of gas because it 
has a tendency to relax the sur­ 
rounding muscle. Another method 
is to have the patient remain in 
bed with weights attached to the 
outstretched arm and, some time 
during the hours that follow’, th‘3 
joint slips back into place. After- 
w'ard, the arm Is fastened across the 
chest with a circular bandage and 
kept in this position for several 
days. When it is removed, the arm 
is carried in a sling for an addi­ 
tional week or two. 
Now’ and then, when a shoulder 
is dislocated, the fibrous capsule and 
.surrounding tendons are torn or 
overstretched and do not heal prop­ 
erly. As a result, the condition has 
a tendency to recur. When this 
happens, operation is usually re­ 
quired 
to 
repair 
the 
supporting 
structures about the joint. 


Dislocations of the eibow’ arc most 
common in children. TTie sufferer 
is 
incapacitated 
for three w'eeks 
after the accident. The joints in 
and about the hand can also slip 
out of place. In baseball finger, for 
ex ample, the end of a digit is struck 
with a ball or mallet and the joint 
nearest the nail is pushed out of 
place. The disorder is more serious 
than appears on the surface as the 
tendon generally is ruptured also. 
Satisfactory 
healing 
ensues if 
a 
splint is applied but the joint will 
never return to normal imle.ss the 
tendon Ls repaired surgically. One of 
the 
strangest 
dislocations 
occuis 
when the palm is squeezed and one 
of small bones in the middle of 
the hand slips out of place. This 
cata.strophe 
is 
mentioned 
mainly 
for the benefit of those who try to 
impress people with their stron.^ 
handshakes. 
The hip is more inclined to slip 
out of place when the knee is bent 
and the leg forced toward the head 
and rotated slightly. All too often 
the bone breaks first becau.se an 
injury .sufficient to dislocate the 
hip is severe enough to cause a 
fracture. The physician has no dif­ 
ficulty in correcting the defect but 
compiications often arise from one- 
half to three years later, when the 
hip bone begins to degenerate and 
may disintegrate entirely.

Co n d emn atio n Of T o jo 
No tears will be shed over the late of J apanese 
War Premier Tojo, but Americans who respect the 
m ajesty of the law will have their misgivings over 
the legal ground for the verdict. 
Tojo wa s condemned for ordering the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, which touched off the Pacific war. What 
Is now classed as a crime was not so defined under 
International or national law at the time of the atUck. 
In other words, Tojo Is condemned under ex po.st facto 
leg islation—which Is forbidden by the Constitution 
of the United States. 
Actually, he and six other de­ 
fendants will be hanged because J apan last the war. 
The fact that the J apane.se war lords would certainly 
have ex ecuted the American military and political 
leaders if J apan had won does not alter the legal 
principle involved. 
'Those who were found guilty at Tokyo for wartime 
atrocitie.s w’ere properly condemned. 
But the irony 
U that Field Marshal Hata, who was held responsible 
for the ex ecution of the captured Doolittle flyers—an 
international crime if there ever was one—got off 
w!*h life imprisonment! 
That wa.s not the only irony in the Tokyo trial.'^. 
One of the judges on the Allied tribunal was a Rus.sian. 
Now. it was bad enough for Russia to be represented 
on *he bench during the Nuremberg trials, after Stalin 
had given Hitler the signal for the invasion of Poland, 
bv means or the Moscow-Berlin pact, and later divided 
up the conquered land with Hitler. 
It is even worse 
for a Rus« ^ian J udge to find the J apane.se guilty of 
aggre.ssion when Soviet Union is encouraging and 
aiding the Chinese Communists to attack China. 
On 
the day before the Tokyo verdict, a Chinese delegate 
to UN charged Russia with releasing 50,000 J ap war 
prisoners to fig ht alongside the Chinese Reds. 
One wonders what history will have to say about 
the legal contradictions and moral ironies of these 
war trials.

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People Tiring Of Delaying 
Tactics On Control Of Smoke 
Disunity, suspicion or Just plain distrust continues 
to stymie all efforts toward getting honest, down-to- 
earth enforcement of Cumberland’s anti-smoke ordi­ 
nance underway. 
Director Hitchcock has been fiddling with the 
thing for ten months while members of the City 
Council, either because of indifference to the wishes 
of the people to see the air cleansed of health-injurious 
and property-damaging foreign matter, or, by design. 
to hamper the program, to the embarrassment of 
those who have been engaged to bring about enforce­ 
ment, have certainly made no real contribution toward 
the ordinance’s enforcement. 
It has taken the best part of eight months to get 
around to the appointment of a deputy director of 
smoke abatement, and now that Director Hitchcock 
has finally come up with the name of an appointee, 
and It has been submitted to Council for approval, 
the Council engages in delaying tactics. 
One member 
or council said that while he had no objections to the 
person proposed for the job he questioned the neces­ 
sity of a deputy director. 
He could hardly have 
meant that. 
If he did he apparently has changed 
his mind because it has been disclosed that all mem­ 
bers of Council are in aacord that an assistant ll 
needed. 
But there is still disagreement as to the 
basis for the appointment. 
The people of Cumberland are growing tired of 
all this. Their major interest is in seeing the best 
qualified person named to the post. 
And they don’t 
care whether the Council, the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion or the proposed three-man Advisory and Appeal 
Board makes the selection. 
If the Civil Service Board 
must be by-passed in order to get action, it should be, 
and lf it is necessary to amend the anti-smoke 
ordinance in order to give the smoke abatement de­ 
partment or Council a freer hand in bringing about 
enforcement, then Council should act, and act at 
once. 
It is understood that members of Council are 
hesitant to bring such an employe under classified 
city service until that appointee has had an oppor­ 
tunity to prove himself qualified through actual 
service 
In their opinion, such a person should be 
engaged on a yearly contract basis. 
F*w will be 
In disagreement on this. 
Further, unless Council 
can divorce itself from what teems petty politics long 
enough to get the smoke abatement work under way, 
the ordinance should be amended to give members 
of the proposed AA board the authority to name a 
deputy director. 
The appointment of an AA Board is a splendid 
idea if it will help bring about fuller enforcement of 
the smoke ordinance. 
The proposal should receive 
the support of Council. 
It would relieve the smoke 
abatement director of many matters which could 
***7 
lnterfer with his direct enforcement duties. 
Council, however, should retain necessary’ authority 
for seeing to It that enforcement is carried out thor­ 
oughly and efficiently, and without interference. 
Director Hitchcock has promised fast 
action 
toward the elimination of dense smoke, flyash and 
whatever pollutes the air. 
He realties that “the time 
for enforcement has arrived ** 
He recognizes the 
many advantages to be had through an Advisory and 
Appca. Board. 
And his promise to bring an end to 
rat.road crossing traffic bottlenecks by enforcing the 
provision of the ordinance which prohibits the block­ 
ing of crossings will be welcomed as much by' the 
people of Cumberland as will the elimination of the 
m oke he says engines attached to those trains create. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company’s 
announcement that seven more Diesel engines will 
be put into service between here and Grafton will go 
a Mot way in bringing about the elimination of huge 
bellows of black smoke now being thrown off by coal­ 
e d locomotives pulling trains east and west out of 
Cumberland 
With such promising prospects, as voiced by Di- 
, Hlt^*cock- and the eventual operation of 
meyeless Diesels, the start toward all this rests 
squarely in the lap of the City Council. 
Is It going 
o continue to obstruct that su n ? 
The citizens of 
Cumberland await its answer.

The Conviction And 
Condemnation Of Tojo 
No tears will be shed over the fate of Japanese 
War Premier Tojo. but Americans who respect the 
majesty of the law will have their misgivings over 
the legal ground for the verdict. 
TOJO was condemned for ordering the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, which touched off the Pacific war. What 
Is now classed as a crime was not so defined under 
International or national law at the time of the atUck. 
In other words. Tojo is condemned under ex post facto 
legislation—which is forbidden by the Constitution 
of the United States. 
Actually, he and six other de­ 
fendants will be hanged because Japan lost t*e war. 
The fact that the Japanese war lords would certainly 
have executed the American military and political 
leaders if Japan had won does not alter the legal 
principle involved. 
Those who were found guilty at Tokyo for wartime 
atrocities w*ere properly condemned. 
But the irony 
ie that Field Marshal HaU. who was held responsible 
for the execution of the captured Doolittle flyers—an 
international crime if there ever was one—got off 
w*/h life imprisonment! 
That was not the only irony in the Tokyo trials. 
One of the Judges on the Allied tribunal was a Russian. 
Norn. It was bad enough for Russia to be represented 
on ‘he bench during the Nuremberg trials, after Stalin 
hsd given Hitler the signal for the invasion of Poland, 
bv mean* of the Moscow-Berlin pact, and later divided 
up the conquered land with Hitler. 
It is even worse 
for a Russian Judge to find the Japanese guilty of 
accre skin when Soviet Union is encouraging and 
aldine the Chinese Communists to attack China. 
On 
the day before the Tokyo verdict, a Chinese delegate 
to UN charged Russia with releasing 50.000 Jap war 
prisoners to fight alongside the Chinese Reds. 
One wonders what history will have to say about 
the legal contradictions and moral ironies of these 
trials.

Joints That Slip Out 
Of Place 


Most dislocations result from in­ 
jury’ or stretching of the Joint be­ 
yond the limit of IU endurance. In 
many 
respects, 
the 
victims are 
lucky;

out of place, the 
bone p r o b a b l y 
would have been 
broken. Some of

*.*. i an rellen ankle, spine, the 
thumb, and finger. The shoulder is 
dislocated mete frequently than 
any other structure. The mishap 
occurs when the individual falls 
upon an outstretched hand or el­ 
bow. Occasionally a direct blow lo 
this area or twisting of the arui 
farther than if will go by a pranks­ 
ter is responsible. 
The accident is painful aud in 
some instances distress is so severe 
that the patient goes into shock. 
The arm cannot be moved in cer­ 
tain directions and 
the subject 
holds the elbow away from the side 
of the body because, in this posi­ 
tion. it feels more comfortable. 
• — • — • 
X-rays are rarely needed R*r 
diagnosis but films are generally 
recommended to make sure that a 
bone has not been fractured also. 
One of the important signs of a 
dislocated shoulder is that the vie* 
tim is unable to place the hand of 
the affected side on the opposite 
shoulder. Correction Is possibly by 
special maneuvers known to all 
physicians. Sometimes this can be 
done without the use of an anes­ 
thetic but it la easier to use an 
opiate or a whiff of gas because It 
has a tendency to relax the sur­ 
rounding muscle. Another method 
is to have the patient remain In 
bed with weights attached to the 
outstretched arm and. some time 
during the hours that follow, the 
joint slips back into place. After­ 
ward, tile arm Is fastened across the 
chest with a circular bandage aud 
kept in this position for several 
days. When it is removed, the arm 
is carried in a sling for an addi­ 
tional week or two. 
Now and then, when a shoulder 
is dislocated, tile fibrous capsule and 
surround mg tendons are torn or 
overstretched and do not heal prop­ 
erly. As a result, the condition has 
a tendency to recur. When this 
happens, operation la usually re­ 
quired to repair the supporting 
structures about the Joint. 
• — • — a 
Dislocations of the elbow arc most 
common in children. Tile sufferer 
is incapacitated for three weeks 
after the accident. The joints in 
and about the hand can also slip 
out of place. In baseball finger, for 
example, the end of a digit is struck 
with a ball or mallet and the joint 
nearest the nail is pushed out of 
place. The disorder is more serious 
than appears on the surface as the 
tendon generally is ruptured also. 
Satisfactory healing ensues if a 
splint is applied but the joint will 
never return to normal unless the 
tendon is repaired surgically. One of 
the strangest dislocations occuis 
when the palm is squeezed and one 
of small bones in the middle of 
the hand slips out of place. This 
catastrophe is mentioned mainly 
for the benefit of those who try to 
impress people with their strong 
handshakes. 
The hip is more inclined to slip 
out of place when the knee is bent 
and the leg forced toward the head 
and rotated slightly. All too often 
the bone breaks first because an 
injury sufficient to dislocate the 
hip is severe enough to cause a 
fracture. The physician has no dif­ 
ficulty in correcting the defect but 
complications often arise from one- 
half to three years later, when the 
hip bone begins to degenerate and 
may disintegrate entirely.

New Lady Senator Resists Main Republicans' Bait; Grand Dragon D eplores 
Leak ot Klan Confidences; Steel Barons High-Hat Unde Sam

WASHINGTON. Nov. 16—Maine's 
Senator-elect, M a r g a r e t Chase 
Smith, la a most attractive lady, 
though not given to flirtation. How­ 
ever, leaders of the Maine Republi­ 
can machine have been flirting like 
mad with the first woman elected 
on her own to the U. S. Senate. 


What they want is to get lier 
out of the Senate. Apparently, 
Old Guardsman Owen Brewster 
doesnt relish the companion­ 
ship of an alert and progressive 
lady colleague in the Senate. 


Maine O O P. leaders made their 
first pass before the election. After 
first clearing it with Albany, they 
offered Senator Smith a seat in 
Deweys cabinet. The deal was that 
she would be replaced in the Senate 
bv her machine-backed opponent, 
who lost out in the primaries—Gov - 
Horace Hildreth. 


Mrs. Smith’s reply: She was 
flattered, 
but 
the 
people 
of 
Maine elected her to the Senate 
—not the Cabinet. 


The Old Guard next sounded her 
out on another deal. If she would 
boost Hildreth lor a federal ap­ 
pointment. they promised to ar­ 
range with Sen. Wallace White - 
who is retiring anyway—to retire 
before .January. .Then .Governor 
Hildreth would appoint Mrs. Smith 
to the vacancy, thus giving her 
seniority over the newly elected 
Senators 
for 
committee 
assign­ 
ments. 
But Maine’s new woman Senator 
would make no deals of any kind— 
either before she entered the Sen­ 
ate or later. 


KKR Complains 
Grand Dragon Green of the Ku 
Klux Klan is still worried about 
leaks from inside his organization. 
Speaking at Klavem No. I. At­ 
lanta. Ga., the week after elections, 
the Grand Dragon wrung his hands 
and once again cautioned K in s ­ 
men to be careful about leaks. 


-I have to talk frankly in 
these meetings,* he said. -hut I 
might aa well rail Drew Pear­ 
son before I rome to the meet­ 
ing and give him the informa­ 
tion. For next day he gives it 
out to everybody from roast to 
coast. The AP and UP are both 
railing me about it next morn­ 
ing while I am eating break­ 
fast.” ’ 


The grand dragon went on to 
say that sometimes lie thought 
some of the men he had been re­ 
lying on were talking too much to 
their friend, and that confidential 
information had leaked out that 
way. 
“I have given out I abe informa­ 
tion 
to 
jicople under suspicion, 
thinking maybe I would hear Drew 
Pearson mention it on the radio.” 
confessed the Grand Dragon. "Then 
I would know I had the right man.” 
However, this strategy failed. So 
he put special markings on primed 
literature to suspected members, 
thinking that it would get into 
print. However, this failed also. 
In conclusion, he said, he just 
didn t know what to do about leaks 
from supposedly confidential Klan 
meetings. 
Klansmen Ransom then criticized 
Pearson for telling his radio listen­ 
ers that Kills Amah, former gover­ 
nor ol Georgia and a bitter enemy 
of the Klan. might be the new Sec­ 
retary of the Army in the Truman 
cabinet.

Grand Dragon Green produced a 
letter from a colored woman asking 
the Klan to help run another col­ 
ored woman out of town.

anything about that. 
He added that the Kavahcr Klub 
— Hie Klan s whipping and flogging 
department—was now on the job 
and had plenty of friends on the 
Atlanta police force. 
Arrogant Steel Tycoon* 
With everyone crying for steel, 
tile tycoons of that industry have 
grown so arrogant they now treat 
Uncle Sam like a nagging customer. 
As long as Congress threatened 
mandatory controls over steel, the 
steel magnates put on their best 
Sunday-School manners. They made 
patriotic promises to keep the gov­ 
ernment supplied with lls basic 
steel needs, but pleaded, almost on 
their hands and knees, to keep it 
on a voluntary basis. As a result. 
Congress passed a law giving the 
steel industry voluntary allocations. 
To implement this, the leading pro­ 
ducers formed an advisory commit­ 
tee under the Commerce Depart­ 
ment to pass on allocations for the 
industry. 


Once free of the threat of en­ 
forced controls, however, the 
steel executives got off their 
knees, climbed on their high 
horse, and rode roughshod over 
government official. 


For example, when acting secre­ 


tary of the interior Girard David­ 
son pleaded with the industry for 
more steel for oil barges, storage 
tanka, and pipelines, the steel ty­ 
coons laughed in his face. They 
even vetoed extra steel for a vitally 
needed 
pipeline 
to 
the 
atomic 
energy plant at Oak Ridge. Tenn. 
Steel tycoons were so rude in 
turning Davidson down that one 
top executive felt pricked to apolo­ 
gize 
•’It is my feeling.” he wrote to 
Davidson afterward, “that, regard­ 
less of the steel industry’s attitude 
toward the requirements of the 
petroleum industry, you were not 
afforded proper courteous consider­ 
ation in the last meeting, and as a 
member of that committee, I offer 
my personal apologies.” 
Fifty other steel men were also 
present, but no one else apologized. 
In fact, they didn't even bother to 
answer a 
follow-up letter from 
Davidson, repeating rn writing his 
request for more steel—sorely need­ 
ed in order to assure American 
homes lieat for the winter. 
Commerce Department officials, 
too. have complained against the 
steel industry’s pompous attitude, 
but the most outraged official is 
none other than Nebraska’s Sen. 
Kenneth Wherry, G.6.P. Senate 
whip.

K. RATCLIFFE, an English­ 
man, writing for the Contem­ 
porary Review, rn ak es the 
point: 
”. , . They <the Republicans! had 
one cause only for anxiety—how to 
frame a platform upon which the

for campaign purposes. The strug­ 
gle in committee ended in the dis­ 
comfiture of the Old Guard.” 


Of course, nothing of the sort 
existed In the resolutions com­ 
mittee at the time of the Re­ 
publican Convention, although 
some 
newspapermen 
made 
a 
to-do about isolationists. 
The 
fact is that the foreign relations 
of the Republican Party was in 
the hands of Senator Vanden­ 
berg. John Foster Dulles, and 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and 
their language 
met 
with

opposition. 


I cite this instance not to rake 
over the past, but rallier as indica­ 
tive of the future of the Republican 
Party. It came Into 194# with aa 
accumulation of popular prejudice 
some of which go back to 1928. It 
c a m e to the convention as a par:/ 
of older men and women. 
Tom 
Dewey had been a candidate ♦hre** 
times—that means e*ght years; the 
same was true of Robert A. Taft 
and Arthur Vandenberg. Witn the 
exception of Wendell Wilikic. the 
1940 candidates were candidates in 
1948 
Harold Sta&sen had etnetged 
iii 1944 but was not taken seriously. 
He alone survives with a marked 
jierso na I following and mcrea.»ed 
stature out of the 1948 election. 
Tile Republican National Com­ 
mittee is a stodgy affair. It has 
had little influence, for years, either 
on the thought or conduct of the 
party. Wendell Winkle by-passed it 
altogether. 
In 
1944. Tom Dewey 
took control of it through Herbert 
Brownell, 
who generally 
ignored 
the existence of its members. In 
1948. the Dewey campaign was con­ 
ducted altogether separately from 
it. Tile leaders in Congress hardly 
recognized Its existence 
Lacking 
vitality, it imparts no life to the 
party. 
Tile Republican Party is now left 
with no spiritual, intellectual or 
binding leadership. What Thomas 
E. Dewey can do with the titular 
leadership during the next 
two 
years depends upon his ability to 
bring some order into the party’s 
Congressional 
representation 
and 
some spirit Into disappointed state 
organizations. 


He will have a lough lime la 


his own state, where the man­ 
agement was extraordinarily in­ 
competent 
and. 
as 
r e s u l t s 
proved, treacherous to him. Ac­ 
tually, considering the Wallace 
vote, he lost New York State 
and he moat not permit it to 
remain lost if he desires to have 
continuing influence in his par­ 
ty. It will take hard work and 
courage to cleanse that stable. 


In Congress, the remaining Re­ 
publicans will begin immediately to 
vie for notice and leadership with 
1950 and 1952 in view. 
The in­ 
tellectual and in a large measure 
the political leadership in the Sen­ 
ate will go to Robert A. Taft, but 
not without challenge. In the House 
of Representatives, it will pass from 
Joe Martin to Charles Halleck of 
Indiana. 
The so-called liberal Republicans, 
Senators like Aiken and Tobey and 
their associates, will play for au­ 
thority and will be encouraged by 
President Truman and the New 
Dealers to keep the Republican 
Party split. They will have follow­ 
ers in the House. 


The problem this party fares 
will be to discover some indi­ 
vidual leader who can 
bring 
together its divergent elements 
in Congress and to infuse new 
life into the state organiza­ 
tions. Who will that be? Dewey, 
Taft, Vandenberg and Warren 
will probably never be candi­ 
dates for the Presidency again. 
And as politics are played in 
this country, only a candidate 
for 
the 
Presidency 
or 
some 
colossal personality, like Mark 
Hanna or Elihu Root, can lead 
the party when it is in opposi­ 
tion. 


Therefore, at this moment. Re­ 
publicans talk more about Harold 
Sta&srti than they did even oefore 
Philadelphia. Stassen has this ad­ 
vantage: He so handled himself at 
Philadelphia and during the cam­ 
paign that he did not antagonize 
either the Taft or Dewey forces and 
he won the good-will of many who 
favored other candidates. He comes 
out of the 1948 election, at any rate. 
with heightened political stature. 
In this country’, where elections 
are constant, the next campaign 
starts before the current one ends. 
Already the Congressional Cam­ 
paign of 1950 looms—and the Re­ 
publicans must decide upon the 
leader of that fight.

Tile Republican Party, which had 
bren worried about the economic 
future during the four years ahead 
—and there were many comments 
that Dewey, if elected, would have 
had a difficult time preventing a 
recession—Is now breathing a sigh 
of relief and saying that perhaps it 
is Just as well that the Democrats 
are to undertake the most difficult 
job in a century—to prevent a de­ 
p r e ssio n 
under 
present 
circum­ 
stances. 
They Are Not Inevitable 
Depressions and recessions are not 
inevitable. There is no reason why 
economic factors should be allowed 
to get out of hand in a nation in 
which economic facts are as widely 
publicized as they are in America. 
The danger lies solely in the man­ 
ner rn which attempts are made to 
prevent the growth of inflation. 
This can lead precipitately to a 
serioas deflation. There are cer­ 
tain facts, of course, about the 
economic future which no adminis­ 
tration can influence. 
Thus there Is the matter of 
armament. 
In order to prepare 
America against a possible war 
with Ra«sia. billions of dollars are 
being spent for armament and bil­ 
lions are being sent to Europe 
under the Marshall Plan. If there 
should be peace with Russia or a 
lessening of the tension and a 
reduction of the armament expen­ 
diture or if the harvests in other 
countries of the world should pro­ 


duce a surplus of farm products, 
thas depressing prices in the United 
States, an adjustment of some kind 
will become necessary. 
There.are many businesses in the 
United States which at the moment 
are not enjoying "prosperity due 
to balancing of supply and demand 
and to readjustments forced upon 
them either by high costs or their 
inability to compete efficiently with 
plants built by’ larger competitors 
in times when construction costs 
were much lower than they are 
today. 
When some of the labor 
leaders lump together all the profits 
of industry and generalize from 
such a result, they are overlooking 
the .smaller business units in which 
the rate of profit happens to be low. 
Excess Profit Taxes 
The idea of an excess-proflts tax 
has been suggested as one mean* 
of reaching the larger companies 
but unfortunately nobody has been 
able to devise an excess-proflts law 
that was ever applied fairly to 
smaller businesses or to those which 
happened to be in the growth stage 
when the excess-profits tax was 
imposed. Examination of the ex­ 
perience with World War I and 
World 
War 
II 
excess-proflts-tax 
laws shows that they invariably 
helped the larger businesses by per­ 
mitting them to play a lower per 
cent over-all in taxes than wag 
paid by their smaller competitor*. 
In this way. it may be said that 
the excess-proflts laws have hurt 
competition and have discriminated 
In favor of the larger businesses. 
It was easy enough for President 
Truman on the stump during the 
campaign to call for an excess- 
proflts tax but he may see an 
excess-proflts law putting out of 
business 
many 
smaller concerns 
which will find the equity markets 
closed to them because the outlook 
for a fair return on the investment 
will be considerably dimmed for 
those who are asked to invest risk 
capital. Similarly, the large com­ 
panies may And it necessary to 
abandon expansion of facilities be­ 
cause prospective dividends will be 
less. This, in turn. could cause a 
deflation in the heavy-good* indus­ 
tries ahd bring on unemployment. 
For these reasons, the manner 
and method of imposing taxes and 
the manner and method of con­ 
trolling 
prices 
is 
all-important. 
When the Democratic Party in the 
next Congress really comes face to 
face with its responsibility, there 
will be less and less talk of radical 
and extreme legislation and more 
talk about how to maintain the 
present prosperity.

ficer, It recommends establishm ent 
of the ward.
